For, Julius Ceſardthe firſt Monarch of rhe Romans) havi ig 
learned the Mathematichs at Al:xindreay oblerved, that yer 
thre was a'moſt 10. dayes and 6. kours wanting in the Nu- 
mm year, to the full completing of th: Solar year, and by the 
advice of Soſezen's the M uthematician , whom afrer his oyer- 
throw 'ot Pompey, he brought with him ouc of Ezxypt, ro Rome :

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pecemb. rwo dayes, but te Apr. Zune, Sept. and Novemb. each 
of them one : whence Fan.
